NYTIMES HAD EULBRIGHT ASKS 2- YEAR PHASE- OUT OE MILITARY 
AID. 

1 B. THURSDAY PAPERS EEATURE CHIEELY DOMESTIC ITEMS; BALT- 
SUN ERONTPAGES BRANDT AND NIXON TO MEET IN MAY. INSIDE 
NYTIMES HAS MOSCOW PUBLICIZES BREZHNEV BONN VISIT; ALSO 
US WOULD DISCUSS AMITY WITH ALBANIA. WASHPOST HEADS LONG 

STORY BY MORGAN FROM SOEIA, EAST WEST COOPERATE TO BLOCK 
HEROIN HIGHWAY TO US; ALSO HAS US COMPANY AND ROMANIA IN 
JOINT VENTURE. 

2. GENEVA STORIES. TUESDAY NYTIMES SPECIAL REPORTED US 
DESCRIBED AS LARGELY UNSUBSTANTIATED CHARGES BY A GROUP 
OP UNITED NATIONS EXPERTS THAT PORTUGAL WAS WAGING CHEM- 
ICAL WARPARE AGAINST REBELS IN HER APRICAN TERRITORIES, 
QUOTING PERGUSON TELLING RIGHTS COMMISSION: THERE IS NO 
CONVINCING EVIDENCE WHATSOEVER THAT POISONOUS AND CHEM- 
ICAL SUBSTANCES ARE BEING USED IN THE LIBERATED AREAS OP 
THE PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES. SPECIAL ADDED THE EXPERTS 
REPORTED THAT IN MOZAMBIQUE AND ANGOLA PORTUGUESE WERE 
USING AIRCRAPT TO DROP NAPALM, DEFOLIANTS, AND HERBICIDES. 

2 A. WEDNESDAY LOS ANGELES TIMES HAD UPI REPORTING US AND 
SOVIET UNION HELD 18 TH MEETING IN NEW ROUND OP SALT, WHICH 
LASTED ONE HOUR AND PIETY MINUTES. UPI ADDED THAT AS 
USUAL NO DETAILS WERE DISCLOSED. 

3. BREZHNEV. TUESDAY BALTSUN HAD MOSCOW SPECIAL REPORT- 
ING SIGNS THAT KREMLIN HAS BEGUN LONG- RANGE PREPARATIONS

SIBERIAN GAS AND OIL FIELDS. 

4. EAST- WEST. THURSDAY BALTSUN PARKS MOSCOW REPORTS 
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PRESIDENT KEARNS OF EXIM SAID BANK WILL ASK CONGRESSIONAL 
APPROVAL BEEORE CONSIDERING SOVIET REQUESTS EOR LARGE- 
SCALE LOANS TO BUY AMERICAN EQUIPMENT AND TECHNOLOGY, 
ADDING BANK WOULD PROBABLY- BUT NOT NECESSARILY- REQUIRE 
EAR MORE INEORMATION ABOUT SOVIET PROJECTS AND PLANS. 

PARKS ADDS CONGRESSIONAL AND DATA REQUIREMENTS ARE LIKELY

COMPUTER EQUIPMENT IN ANOTHER STEP IN THE IMPROVING RE-

GERMANY, AND SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY PRESS RELEASE STATED 
BRANDT WILL ASSURE NIXON GERMAN- AMERICAN PRIENDSHIP REMAINS 
AS STRONG AS EVER AMONG VAST MAJORITY OF WEST GERMANS. 
GOVERNMENT SPOKESMAN VON WECHMAR ACKNOWLEDGED, SAYS OISHI, 
THAT ALLEGED ANTI- AMERICANISM WILL BE DISCUSSED IN WASHING- 
TON BUT SAID IT WAS NOT IMMEDIATE REASON FOR THIS MEETING, 

CITING CURRENCY PROBLEMS, ALSO CSCE AND MBFR.

WHEN HE LEARNED LAST WEEK THAT OTHER WEST EUROPEAN LEADERS 
ARE BEING INVITED TO WHITE HOUSE THIS SPRING, BINDER SAY-

5 B. WASHPOST KILPATRICK SAN CLEMENTE REPORTS WHITE HOUSE 
ANNOUNCEMENT OF BRANDT ACCEPTANCE, ALSO VISIT OE PM 
ANDREOTTI IN MID- APRIL AS PART OF NIXON' S YEAR OE EUROPE 
AND IN ADVANCE OF PRESIDENT' S PROJECTED VISIT TO EUROPE 
LATER IN YEAR, NOT BEFORE FALL. 

6. DEBRE. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST RANDAL PARIS DISCUSSED AT 
LENGTH DEBRE' S DEPARTURE AS ARMED FORCES MINISTER, RE- 
FERRING TO DEBRE' S FAILURE TO GRASP CHANGING PUBLIC MOOD, 
INCLUDING HIS REFUSAL TO STOP ABOVE- GROUND NUCLEAR TEST-

7 B. MONDAY BALTSUN HAD ONE OF SERIES OE COLUMNS WRITTEN 
BY RUSSELL KIRK FOLLOWING LONG INTERVIEW WITH NIXON. 

COLUMN IS HEADED, US IS STUDYING TACTICS OE AVOIDING BIG 
WARS, KIRK NOTING INADEQUACY OE UNITED NATIONS TO PREVENT 
WARS AND SAYING REAL KEEPERS OE PEACE MUST BE THE GREAT 
POWERS, ADDING THAT SALT AGREEMENTS CONSTITUTE NIXON' S 
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CHIEF ACHIEVEMENT SO FAR IN THIS RETURN TO REALISTIC

MENTED ON AMSTERDAM MEETING, SEEING A GROWING CONCERN IN 
EUROPE ABOUT US RELIABILITY AS ALLY AND SKEPTICISM ABOUT 
AMERICAN NUCLEAR UMBRELLA, ALSO CONCERN ABOUT DETENTE AND 
CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS AND EXPECTATION SOVIET UNION WILL
